1 knew this was my father’s label, and this was the first time that 1 saw a “Red Star” label 
with Novacovich & Stolich on it My father married the widow of Mr. Novacovich in 1915 
Apparently he acquired the sole rights to the label from Mr. Stolich. 

Enclosed are 2 labels. One is identical to the one in the picture except for the names 
at the bottom. The other label was my father’s newer version of the “Red Star” label. 

1 would be interested in the names of the men in the photo I think the last name of 
the second man from the left is Novacovich. 

Looking at the picture the boxes they were using were called “California” boxes The 
boxes normally used for packing were Northwest or “Oregon” boxes, which were shorter 
but wider and easier to pack apples in.
